9 Sec. 3-2. Licensure; qualifications.

10 (1) A person is qualified to receive a license as a
11 cosnet ol ogi st who has filed an application on fornms provided

12 by the Departnment, pays the required fees, and:

13 a. |Is at least |6 years of age; and

14 b. Has graduated from an eighth grade el enentary
15 school, or its equivalent; and

16 c. Has graduated from a school of cosnetology
17 approved by the Departnent, having conpleted a total of
18 500 hours in the study of cosnetol ogy extending over a
19 period of not less than 8 nonths nor nore than 7
20 consecutive years. A school of cosnetology may, at its
21 di scretion, consistent with the rules of the Departnent,
22 accept up to 500 hours of barber school training at a
23 recogni zed barber school toward the |500 hour program
24 requi renent of cosnetology. Tine spent in such study
25 under the laws of another state or territory of the
26 United States or of a foreign country or province shal
27 be «credited toward the period of study required by the
28 provi sions of this paragraph; and

29 d. Has passed an examnation authorized by the
30 Departnent to determne fitness to receive a license as a

31 cosnetol ogi st. The requirenents for renmedi al training set
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forth in Section 3-6 of this Act nay be waived in whole

or in part by the Departnment upon proof to the Departnent

that the applicant has denonstrated conpetence to again
sit for the exam nation. The Departnent shall promul gate
rul es est abl i shing t he st andar ds by whi ch  such
determ nation shall be made; and

e. Has net any other requirenments of this Act.

(2) If the applicant applies for a |license as a
cosnetol ogi st on Septenber 1, 2003 2000 or Septenber 2, 2003
2000, the Departnent may accept a verified 10 vyears of
cosnetol ogy experience, which may include esthetics or nai
t echnol ogy experience, before July 1, 2003 2000 in |ieu of
the requirements in items ¢ and d of subsection (1) of this
Secti on.
